De&r 8ib: In compliance, with the provieions of law, we 
herewith reBpectfully eubmit the Third Annual Report of the 
CommiBsioners of Bailroads of the State of North Dakota, for the 
year ending October 31, 1892, with detailed reports from the 
varioDB railway companies operating lines of railway in this 
State. 

We respectfully call your attention to our letter of transmittal 
set forth on pages 3 to 6 of our Second Aonaal Beport for the 
year 1891. 

This personal inspection, extending over every station, upon 
.all of the lines of railway in this State, has shown us that there 
is a constant tendency toward improvement and the maintenance 
of neat, orderly and clean depot buildings and grounds. Some of 
the station houses t^at have been erected are of unique and 
picturesque designs, and are in pleasing contrast to many of the 
older ones, being of the kind that helps a town and builds up and 
advertises the railroad as well. 

Bailway officers are giving this matter more consideration, and 
realize thatit is nearly as cheap in the beginning as it is in the 
end to have their station houses and depots planned, designed 
and their consttacttttB-sHfiferfutended by competent architects, as 
handsome, comfortable and convenient depot building become 
objects of local pride, an ornament to the town in which they are 
built, and a source of increased business and traffic to the railway 
company building them. We note particularly the depots at 
Mandau on the tine of the Northern Pacific railroad, and the new 
depot built daring the year at Grand Forks on the line of the Great 
Northern railway company. 

NATIONAL CONVENTION OF EAILBOAD COMMISSIONEEa 

The Fourth Annual Convention of Itailroad Commissioners of 
the United States was held at the rooms of the Inter State Com- 
merce Commission, in the city of Washington, D. C, April 13th 
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and 14th, 1892, and matters relating to uniformity of reports, safety 
appliances, railway legislation and reasonable rates were fully and 
fairly discussed, all of which matters the railway companies of 
this State and the United States are vitally interested in, and it 
seems to us that each and every railway man^ement in the 
United States ought to be represented in these conventions, yet 
D. A. Waterman, C. I. Sturgis, S. M. Williams, M. Beibenack and 
Stephen Little, representing the executive committee of the asso- 
ciation of American railway accounting offices, were the only per- 
sons present in said convention who were in any manner con- 
nected with the railway system of the United States. 

These conventions have been intensely practical, and their 
deliberations have r«sulted in increased usefulness to this depart- 
ment in the several states. 

The only drawbacks to the success and usef aluesB of these con- 
ventions are and have been : 

First The constant change in the personnel of the members, 
owing to the brevity of the term of office of the several railroad 
commissioners. 

Second. The absence of any representation whatever on the 
part of the railway companies, who are more interested in the pro- 
ceedings of these conventions than any other party or parties. 

The relations between this board and all of the railway officials 
connected with the lines of railways operated in this State, have 
been uniformly pleasant and agreeable. On our part we have 
endeavoted to avoid even the semblance of in any manner inter- 
fering with the manc^ement of their affairs beyond the directory 
and advisory provisions of the statutes, and they have shown 
themselves courteous and obliging, prom^ and ready to comply 
with all requests made by and issued from this office. 

The Stat« of North Dakota has within its borders about 2,223 
milt^B of railway, and the railway companies have done and are 
stiirdoing a mighty work toward the prosperity and material ad- 
vancement of our State; and while the State should eiercise all its 
power to protect and guard the public frOm any act o£ injustice 
from these corporations, protecting the interest, rights, lives and 
property of the citizens, equity and justice demand that the rail- 
way companies should be protected in all the rights guaranteed to 
them, and vicious, unwise and unnecessary legislation should be 
frowned down. 

Persecution of the railway companies by legislative enactment 
is nothing less than a crime, reflecting npon the intelligence of the 
promoter and jeopardizing the interests of the State as well as the 
railway companies. 

The citizens should not be arrayed against the railway compa- 
nies, nor the railway companies should not be forced to array them- 
selves against the citizens in self defense, for the prosperity of the 
citizen is the prosperity of the railway company and vice versa 
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the prosperity of the railway company is the prosperity of the 
citizen; you cannot injure the one without injury to the other and 
you cannot benefit the one without benefitting the other. 

We further recommend that all doubtful and conflicting laws 
pertaining to the Commissioners of Bailroads and their duties be 
made plain and simplified in order that the Commissioners may 
know what their duty is and when to perform it.

NOKTHEKN PACIFIC EAILEOAD. 

The CommisBioners of E&ilroade of the State of North Dakota 
made their annual visit and inspection of the main line and 
branches of the Northern Pacific Bailroad pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Section 10, Chapter 122, of the Session Laws of 1890, 
after giving due notice thereof, in the following order: 

Fargo, Davenport, Leonard in the county of Cass; Sheldon, 
Lisbon and Marshall in the county of Bansom; Valley Junction 
in the county of La Moure; Oakes in the county of Dickey; La- 
Moure, Edgely, Grand Bapids, Dickey and Adrian in the county 
of LaMoure ; Montpelier in the county of Stutsman, on the 13th day 
of June- 

Medora in the county of Billings; Belfield and Dickinson in the 
county of Stark on the 14th day of June. 

Gladstone, Taylor and Bichardton in the county of Stark; 
Hebron, Glenullen, Sims, New Salem and Mandan in the county 
of Morton; and Bismarck in the county of Burleigh on the 15th 
day of June, 

Menoken and Sterling in the county of Burleigh ; Steele, Daw- 
son, Tappan and Crystal Springs in the county of Kidder; Medina, 
Windsor, Eldridge, Jamestown and Pingree in the county of 
Stutsman; Melville in the county of Foster; Sykeaton in the 
county of Wells; Carftngton in the county of Foster on the 16th 
day of June.

Meckinock, Gilby and Johnstown in the county of Grand 
Forks; Forest Eiver and Grafton in the county of Walsh; Drayton, 
and Pembina in the county of Pembina on the 19th day of June. 

Milnor in the county of Sargent; Wyndmere, Mooreton, Farm- 
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ington and Wahpeton in the county of Bichland on the 20th day 
of Jane. t 

(For a description of the main line and brancheB of this road 
and the rails and ties used we refer you to pages 19 and 20 of the- 
report of the Commissioners of Eailroads of the State of North 
Dakota for the year 1891. ) 

The roadbed of the main line and branches of the Northern 
' Pacific railroad are kept well ballasted with gravel and both track 
and roadbed are in good condition. 

(For a description of the bridges and trestles of this road, we 
also refer you to page 20 of our last report. ) 

The bridges and trestles on this road are kept in good order and 
condition. 

The filling of the trestle at the west end of the steel bridge 
across the Missouri river between Biemarck and Alandan is not 
yet completed, as work on the same was suspended in the fall of 
1891 and has not siiice been resumed, but it is presumed that this. 
fill wilt be completed in the near future. 

This company has added to its equipment, during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1892, 14 new passenger locomotives, making the- 
number in use at the end of year 101, alt of which are equipped 
with the Westinghouse train brake; 58 new freight locomotives, 
making the number in use at the end of year 397, all" of which 
are equipped with the Westinghouse train brake. There were- 
69 switching locomotives in use at the end of year, 50 of which 
are equipped with the Westinghouse train brake. There were 82. 
leased locomotives in use at the end of year, all of which are 
equipped with the Westinghouse train brake, making a total of 
649 locomotives in the service of the company at the end of year, 
630 of which are equipped with the Westinghouse train brake. 

'Four new first-class passenger cars, making the nnmber in use 
at end of year 73, all of which are equipped with the Westinghous& 
train brake, 55 with the Cowell antomatic coupler and 18 with the 
Miller; 13 second-class passenger cars, making the number now in 
use 63, all of which are equipped with th^ Westinghouse train 
brake and the Miller coupler; 3 new combination passenger cars, 
making the number in use at the end of year 23, all of which ar& 
equipped w'th the Westinghouse train brake and Miller automatic 
coupler. There were 40 emigrant sleeping cars in use at the end 
of year, all of which are equipped with the Westinghouse train 
brake and Miller automatic coupler; 2 new dining cars, making 
the number in use at end of year 26, all of which are equipped 
with the Westinghouse train brake and 25 of which are equipped 
with the Cowell automatic couoler and 1 with the Janney-Miller;. 
3 new sleeping cars (Pullman Palace Car company one-half inter- 
est), making the nnmber in use at end of year 48, all of which are- 
equipped with the Westinghouse train brake and 10 of which are- 
equipped with the Cowell automatic coupler, 34 with the Janney- 
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Miller and 4 with the Miller; 15 new baggage, espress aud postal 
cars, making the number in use at end of year 113, all of which 
are eqnipped with the Westinghouse train brake and Miller auto- 
matic coupler. There are 16 other cars in the paeeenger service 
of this company, all of which are equipped with the Westing- 
house train brake and Miller automatic coupler, making the total 
number of cars in the company's passent^er service at ead of year 
402, 40 of which are new and all of which are equipped with the 
Westinghouse train brake and 90 of which are equipped with the 
Cowell automatic coupler, 277 with the Miller and 35 with the 
Janney- Miller. Three hundred and forty new box cars were added 
to the company's freight service, making the number in use at the 
end of the year 7,448, 5,616 of which are equipped with the West- 
ingbouse train brake, 1,580 with the Janney coupler, and 650 with 
the Gould. There were 3,978 flat cars in the company's service at 
end of year, 1,793 of which are equipped with the Westinghouse 
train brake, and 750 with the Janney automatic coupler, and 250 
with the Gould. There were840 stock cars in the company's freight 
service at end of year, 830 of which are equipped with the "West- 
inghouse train brake. There were 573 new i^oal cars added to the 
company's freight service during the year, making the number in use 
at end of year 2,015, 700 of which are equipped with the West- 
inghouse train brake, and 600 with the Janney automatic coupler. 
There were 2 new tank cars added to the company's freight ser- 
vice during the year, making the number in use at end of year 6, 
There were 56 new refrigerator cars added to the company's 
freight service during the year, making the number in use at end 
of year 222, all of which are eqnipped with the Westinghouse 
train brake, and 170 with the Janney automatic coupler. There 
were 34 other cars in the company's freight service at end of 
year, all of which are equipped with the Westinghouse train brake 
and 30 with the Miller automatic coupler. There were 216 logging 
trucks in the company's freight service at end of year, making the 
total number of cars in the company's freight service at end of 
year 14,849, 9,195 of which are equipped with the Westinghouse 
train brake, and 4,030 with automatic couplers. 

There were 86 boarding cars, 10 derrick cars, 332 caboose cars 
and 1,594 other road cars in the company's service at end of year, 
284 of which are equipped with the Westinghouse train brake, 
making the total number of cars in the company's service at end 
of year 21,044, 3,771 of which are leased and the balance owned 
by the company; 13,452 of said cars are equipped with the West- 
inghouse train brake and 4,473 are equipped with automatic 
couplers. 

The Northern Pacific Bailroad company consumed on its loco- 
motives, in the State of North Dakota, during the year ending 
June 30, 1892, 110,190 tons of bituminous coal, 200 cords of hard

■wood and 1,343 cords of soft wood. The uumber of miles ran on 
this amount of fuel was 2,961,084 

The passenger equipment and service of this company is kept 
up in its nsnally excellent style. 

We have received various aud numerous applications for load- 
ing platforms and other improvements from persons living along 
the main liqe and branches of this road during the time of this 
visit and inspection, also some prior and subsequent thereto, all 
of which will be hereinafter fully set forth, tc^ether with the ' 
answers of the company to the same. 

The renewals of rails and ties by the Northern Pacific Kailroad 
company during the year ending June 30, 1892, was 1,414 tons of 
steel rails, 66 pounds to the yard in weight, laid to replace old 
rails taken up and 206,331 ties, comprising oak, fir, tamarack and 
pine, laid to replace old ties worn out This company has also 
built loading platforms at the following stations during the year 
ending October 31, 1892, to-wit: Canfield, Green, Dalrymple, 
Oasselton, Sidney, Wheatland, Bloom, Colter, Warren, Elliott, 
Cooperstown, Carrington, Barlow, Stevenson (2), Meckinock, 
Beans, Johnstown, Pittsburg, Adams and Woodruff spur; and 
completed the following improvements on its main line and 
branches since the 30th day of June, 1892: 

Buildings and Platforms— New station at Cashel, new station 
at Pembina, new track scale at Pembina, new machinery platform 
at Drayton, new platform at Buchanan. 

Improvements to Roadbed— { Between Grand Forks and Pem- 
bina )^ — Grand Forks yard rilled and side track capacity increased 
1,800 feet; spur at Grafton, 866 feet long; new "T" 2,200 feet long; 
eighteen miles of track ballasted; between Fargo and Mandan 
five miles of track ballasted; between Sanborn and Oooperstown 
six-tenths miles ballasted. 

Ceoss Ties — There have been added 100,001 on main line and 
along branches. 

Bridges — Between Grand forks and Pembina, two new pile 
bridges 50 feet long; between Fargo andMandan, two new bridges, 
71 feet; between Fargo and LaMoure, four bridges re-built, 278 
feet; between Jamestown and Leeds, six pile bridges re- built, 48 
feet; Manden and West, seven bridges re-built, total length 612 
feet; eight bridges filled, total length 294 feet. In addition there 
have been constructed ten culverts.

There were 7,216 tons new steel rails, 68 pounds to the yard 
weight, six tons new steel rails, 60 pounds to the yard weight, 
two tons new steel rails, 56 pounds to the yard weight; 265,948 
ties, (hardwood, pine and tamarack) laid during the year ending 
Jtine 30, 1892, to replace old and worn out rails and decayed 
ties. 

That portion of the Wahpeton & Larimore branch of the Great 
Northern railway line from Everest to Portland Junction via 
Casselton and Mayville, (what is known as the Mayville branch) 
a distance of about 50 miles, has all been regraded and the track 
relaid, except about 11 miles, which would have been regraded 
and relaid only because the men who were doing the work aban- 
doned it to go into the harvest field, and the general manager of 
this line informs us that the 11 miles will be regraded and relaid 
next spring, which will leave this branch in as good condition as 
any portion of the Great Northern Railway line. This company 
has also removed 10 miles of iron rails from the Larimore & Park 
River branch since the end of the year relaying it with new steel 
rails, 68 pounds to the yard weight. The line from Grand Forks 
to Shawnee, 35 miles, has also been relaid with new steel rails, 
68 pounds to the yard weight, and the entire 'distance well bal- 
lasted with gravel. The line from Kelso to Grand Forks has 
been relaid with new steel rails, 68 pounds to the yard weight, 
and ballasted the entire distance. This company has also removed 
a large number of bridge trestles, filling them with earth, making 
its roadway permanent.

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LETTBB OF HON. THOMAS M. COOLET. 

Gentlemen op the Convention: As the call for this meeting 
has been isBued in my name ae chairman of the committee, I may- 
be excused for transmitting a few words by way of an opening. 

It was with very sincere regret that I felt compelled to notify 
the secretary that it would be physically impossible for me to 
attend the conventicn which I had united in calling and which 
was to open here this day. My desire to attend was strong not 
only because of the expectation that I should meet here a con- 
siderable number of gentlemen whose acquaintance it had been a 
great pleasure to me to form, but also because I knew that in 
coming here I should be enabled to listen to papers and discus- 
sions which would be the result of much valuable experience and 
would furnish food for interesting study and reflection when I 
should be able to direct my thoughts again to the subject which 
is committed to your ofGcial charge, and in that way would be 
valuable even though I should not expect again to have occasion 
to make use in a practical way of what I might thus acquire. You 
have, perhaps, been informed, however, that when I left Wash- 
ington, on the occasion of my last visit to that city, my condition 
was such that my medical advisor strongly insisted that if I was 
to hope for complete restoration to health I must at once drop 
altogether the consideration of railroad problems; that I must 
dismiss the subject entirely from my mind for a considerable 
period, and that even when it came to be within my power to per- 
form labor it would be wise for a time to let it be in channels of 
thought altogether different from those to which my mind had for 
several years been so persistently directed. Following this ad- 
vice, so far as it was in my power to do so, I have not since that 
time even kept up with the current literature of the day on rail- 
road subjects, so that however much I may regret my inability to 
meet with you on this occasion, the feeling is necessarily qtialified 
by the consciousness that were I present I should be entirely 
unable to do or say anything as a member of the convention that 
would be likely to be of importance to you in the performance of 
your official duties. 

When the interstate commerce act was passed by congress and 
the commission appointed under it, several of the state commis- 
sions had already been in existence long enough to have learned 
that the regulation of transportation by rail involved problems 
that were not easy of solution, and were not likely to be altogether 
relieved of difficulty for many years to come. They had dis- 
covered that the mere making of a rate sheet for any considerable 
line of road was one of the most difficult of human transactions, 
though to the unitiated it might appear as easy as the making by 
a merchant of the price he should chaige for his goods, and they 
«ould then see that the fact that a rate sheet seemed to be unfair 
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towards particular localitieB or interests did not conclnsive 
that the road which put it in force had intended to deal 
aa between their cuatomers. They bad also come to un( 
that the railroad buaineaa was perhaps the most difficult o 
existence to be brought under satisfactory regulation, be 
the fact that the ordinary rules of business and competiti 
necessarily be applied in new ways and liberties be given 
straiots imposed where in other lines of business the tru 
to be adopted might seem to be quite the opposite; bnt t 
seen also that the interest to be regulated did not take li 
the laws passed for the purpose, and thought it an injus 
they should be eubjecteiHo special laws not applied in oth 
of business, and especially that persons who had not made 
matters a study should be biought in and put in charge o 
termination of great questions to which experts had givi 
years without finding it possible to reach any such defii 
elusion as could be converted into a safe rule of law, T 
ticularly felt that some rules that had been laid down as 
and inflexible, like those forbidding the making of the 
charge upon the shorter haul and those which made 
illegal, were not only unjust and unfair as rules for the 
ment of their own interests, but that they took away- fro 
some of the most important means which they had beei 
devise whereby to maintain the competition that was u 
the public and to guard against the destructive rate wart 
while bringing disaster upon them, were likely to be ol 
benefit to a few only of the largest of their customers; j 
the ones that legislators, if well informed upon the subjee 
least care to provide for or protect. The general result 1 
that the railroad managers, instead of coming heartily 
operation with the several state commissions, had either 
a hostile position or at least had stood apart and left 
■enforce, as best they might, such rules as the law or as tl 
best judgment had established, without giving theih sue 
ance as would be important to make regulations providi 
either way most effectual. The commission appointed u 
law of Congress did not fail to appreciate all the difficult! 
which the state commissions labored, but it was their ho[ 
might at length come to be seen by the railroad managei 
selves, who were so persistently insisting upon the like 1 
the conduct of their own business which was accorded to 
generally that the most complete and perfect liberty is n 
fonnd in the absence of law nor of governmental regula 
in the most general and impartial administration of ji 
under which every man can understand perfectly what 
rights, and will not only be ready to submit to proper rej 
but can expect that what he is willing to do will with eq 
ingness be done by all others similarly situated — in fact, 
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never law that is burdensome, if it is just law, but such absence 
of law SB would lead to something like the condition of anarchy^ 
which had so often been witnessed in the conduct of railroad 
business when the owners of roads, in the strife which they called. 
competition, but which might be carried on perhaps for a differ- 
ent purpose than the enhancement of revenues from legitimate 
business, had made everything in the matter of rates uncertain, 
to the great detriment of the public as well -as to the destruction 
of legitimate profits from transportation. The national commis- 
sion also hoped that in time they might be able to be of some 
tonsiderable service in bringing to proper adjustment some, at 
least, of the great questions that would necessarily present them- 
selves for consideration, but they did not look for this to follow- 
speedily from anything which they alone or in conjunction with 
the state commissioners would be able to do. Tbey understood 
very well that it must be a matter of some considerable time and 
prudent management, and that in the meantime they must expect 
some degree of impatience on the part of the general public, many 
of whom had seemed to think that the appointment of commis- 
sions was calculated to bring the railroad business of the country 
at once under such iuflexible rules as would preclude forever any 
such injustice as communities and individuals had felt they had 
before been subjected to at the hands of those who seemed to the 
sufferers to manage important instrtiments of commerce in an 
arbitrary way, regardless of the rights of the general public. 

But the national cominission was also aware that their very ap- 
pointment must to some extent bring a new embarrassment into 
the general matter of the rpgulation of transportation by rail. 
Their budness would be to do what might be done under the 
interstate commerce act to regulate commerce between the differ- 
ent states of the Union and between the United States and foreign 
couutries go far as it was conducted by rail, and the act itself had 
intended very carefully to limit their authority so that that por- 
tion of transportation by rail which was confined to the bounds 
of single states should not at all be interfered with by them. 
This was done in observance of the division of authority between 
the nation and the states which was made by the national Consti- 
tution, and the purpose of which was to protect, just so far as 
possible, in its completeness that local self-government which was- 
in existence before the Constitution was adopted, and to give to 
the Union control only of that which could not be properly and 
efficiently regulated by the states themselves. Here, however, 
had sprung up a business that at the time the Constitution was 
adopted could never have been anticipated, and which even the 
wildest imagination could never have looked forward to. Here 
was a business conducted upon channels of communication which 
reached from one end of tae country to the other, and even int» 
foreign couutries, and which was carried on by means of convey- 
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Slices which reeeived state and interstate and foreign BQbjects of 
commerce alike, without any attempt to discriminate, and which 
crossed state lines witboat taking any notice whatever of their 
existence, with the Bpeed of the wind, and under such circam- 
stances that attempts to deal separately with that which wonld 
fall under the control of national power and that with which the 
states alone could deal, would be embarrasBing beyond measure, 
and vei^ seriously interfere with the public interest, genera! and 
local Now, the commerce of every country ought, as a general 
rule, to be subjected throughout to rules of law that would be 
altoRether harmonious, so that every citizen could understand that 
what was law for him was law for every other citizen of the 
country, and for every section, so that he conld safely do his busi- 
ness upon that understanding, and make his contracts with a 
knowledge that what was allowed at the locality of his own busi- 
ness was allowed everywhere else, and what was forbidden there 
was under the ban of the law elsewhere. But here was the case 
of a branch of business that, perhaps, more than any other, needed 
to have uniform rules and regulations for its management, and 
which might, nevertheless, be subjected at frequent intervals, and 
at many points on one journey, to different rules and r^ulations, 
if the disposition existed to -establish them, so that neither the 
persons in conduct of the bnsiness nor those whom it served could 
calculate with certainty upob the demands which would be made • 
upon them, or the obstacles that would be cast in the way of 
speedy results, or even upon their own responsibility for what 
might be, in one section of the country, favored by the law, and 
in another forbidden— perhaps under penalties. 

It is to this aspect of regulation by law of railway management 
in this country that I wish specially at this time to call your at- 
tention. I do BO, not because I do not suppose it has before been 
the subject of thought, and perhaps, of conference among your- 
selves, but because it is so extremely important that it cannot be 
too often presented or too emphatically urged for consideration 
upon every one who is in any way connected with railroad man- 
agement or regulation. 

It was a happy thought that suggested the first national gather- 
ing of state railroad commissioners at this place and that has con- 
tinued the gatherings to this time. That the meetiogs have been 
beneficial I am entirely, confident. They have always, I am sure, 
been looked forward to by the members of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission with pleasure and as promising usefulness in 
every instance, and the promise, I think, has never been disap- 
pointed. There is no reason to expect that they will not be as 
useful in the future as they have been in the past if they shall 
continue to be held, as I trust will be the case. Their usefulness, 
however, will be proportioned to the extent to which, through 
the joint discussions and the comparisons of views which take 
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place here, the national aud state regalation of railways is broaght 
into confocmity. There is no good reason in the nature of things 
why the conformity shoald not be complete and perfect. It is, re- 
markable that up to this time there has been so little — I will not 
say of confli(^t, but even of diversity of action between the 
national and state commissions. Indeed, I recall no instance at 
this time when anything done by the one has seemed to me to 
afford just ground for complaint by the other. This may justly 
be attributed to the fact that there has been no purpose on the 
part of either to do any act that could afford ground for just com- 
plaint on the part of manners of the business regulated and no 
desire to do anything else than to apply rnles of right and 
equality for the protection of the general public. The aim of all 
regulation ought to be justice; and when it is apparent that this 
is the purpose of the several commissions, the railroad managers 
of the country may more reasonably be expected to co-operate 
with them much more generally than they do now. If these 
managers were to come generally and heartily into more full and 
complete recognition of the rules of right and justice that the 
law undertakes to lay down for the performance of their duties in 
their management of the great interests they represent, there can- 
not be the least doubt that the general result would be, not. only 
th/it their service to the public would be more useful than it is 
.now, but that the revenues derived from their business would be 
more useful than it is now, but that the revenues derived from 
their business would be materially increased through the cutting 
off of many of the drains upon them, which now, while affecting 
injuriously the returns they can make to their stockholders, at the 
same time have the effect of prejudicing the miud of the general 
public against railroad management to an extent quite beyond 
what is generally understood by those who suffer from it. The 
prejudice is inevitable, and not at all unreasonable when it is 
seen, as it very often is, that these drains result from an unjust 
discrimination against the public or some portion thereof, that 
they are of a character that ought to ueed no law and no criminal 
or other oenalties to put them under the ban of condemnation in 
every oflSce of railroad management. 

I take the liberty of adding one more thought; that the more 
perfect is railroad regalation the less we shall hear of transporta- 
tion by rail being made a government function; the general gov- 
ernment making purchase of all the roads and entering upon a 
course which will lead we know'not where or into what disasters.

Taken at the hearing in the matter of the petition of J. G. 
Perrault and 387 others of the county of Morton, N. D., for a re- 
dnction of coal rates from Dickinson east. 

Bismarck, January 19, 1892. 
Before the Eailroad Commissioners of North Dakota, Hon. 
George Walsh in the chair. All the commissioners present: 
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Mr. Walsh iDvited remarks on the coal question from aay one 
present who had anything to say. He asked Mr. Holritz, of Sims, 
if the coal prodacera at Sims were working all the men they could. 

Mr. Holritz — -No, sir; we could work three times as many as we 
are working. 

Mr. Walsh — Could you not do more business if you had more 
men up there? Then there would not be a question of a coal fam- 

Mr. Holritz — Tee, there is no lack of room for men to work. 
We could supply about three times as many if the demand would 
warrant it. So far this fall and the early part of the winter the 
demand has been greater than it has been for three or four years, 
according to the old-timers' saying up there. 

Mr. Walsh — I think you people are a little to blame to have 
this agitation just now. 

Mr. Holritz — I doii't see in what respect we are to blame. We 
all know that there has been a shortage of hands ail through the 
State, even for farming purposes. If we could have looked for 
any such demand aa we have had we could certainly have got men, 
if even we had to import them. 

Mr. Walsh — You should have taken time by the forelock and 
got coal out and supplied all your agents with two or three car- 
loads in advance. 

Mr. Feland, of Sims — They would not take it. I am in the coal 
businees, and I can load ten carloads a day the way we are 
operating now. Last winter we were not selling much coaL This 
fall I wanted to make a deal in Jamestown, and I went along the 
line, and some of the dealers said they would want coal, but it was 
not time for them to talk about coal, and it would be time for 
them to talk in November. I told them I would like to know 
where 'I was to get rid of my coal when the winter set in. In 
Mandan the farmers would bring it in, and here they depend on 
the formers to a certain extent, and in the winter time lots of 
them would use hard coal. That is the satisfaction I got out of it, 
I kept on till the middle of November, and then they all turned in 
and wanted coal at once. We did not know where we were goinjj; 
to sell three carloads a week, or whether we would sell that much 
a week or all winter, or three carloads a day. Then another 
thing; just at the very tim*) that the weather started in the rail- 
road compauy was using cars for grain. We did not know where 
to go to aud did not know whether we would sell the coal. Even 
to-day we conld not go to any of the dealers and have them say 
they would make a contract "for a carload a day. It will be just 
as if I should come in and ask you if you would take coal. You 
would say — if there is a winter we will want coal. We can- 
not get the people to make contracts with us. If we have cold 
weather we can't fill our orders without difficulty. We have filled 
our orders just according to the demand we had for coal. If we 
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had known this in the fall or along in the first of November that 
there were people who would take this coal we could have been in 
ehape so we could have got out three times the amount of ooal we 
did get out. 

Mr. Slotten — Have there been any complaintB sent here about 
the shortage of coal? 

Mr. M. J. Edgerley— No complaints. 

Mr. Slotten — Then all we know is what we have seen in the 
papers- 
Mr, E. C. Rice, of Mandan, referring to a petition that Mr. 
"Walsh had lying before him, said: 

That petition aaks this Board to do what it can to reduce the 
rates charG^ed for hauling coal from Dickinson from the Lehigh 
mine. As I understand it, that is the object of the petition and 
that is what it wants. If they make this request to this Board, 
there are two things to look at. First, whether this Board has 
any authority in the matter, anii if there is any business reason 
for doing it. This Board, it seems to me, should not, and I hardly 
think it would want, to act from a motive of charity, that they 
might be called on by every town in the State, because some- 
body just wanted it and just asked for it. I have no idea that 
this Board proposes to act upon anything of this kind, whether 
they have the authority^ to act or whether it goes out as their 
official request that the railroad reduce its rate, unless it is based 
on some business reason. Without stopping to read the law, this 
Board has no authority whatever over rates on lingite coal in this 
State. The leurislatnre in 1891 fixed the rates and fixed the scale 
up to which railroads might charge, below which they might go 
just as low as they liked. Any rule that this board might pass, 
could not affect this statute. They have a right to charge up to 
the rate provided by law. Under that law they can charge $1.15 
from Dickinson to Mandan, and this Board cannot compel them to 
haul it for any less. All this Board can do is to hear the griev- 
ances and what the people have to say, on both sides, and simply 
request as railroad commissioners that the Northern Pdciflc re- 
duce the rates. If it makes that request, as I said before, it 
should be on some business basis. I have prepared a list of rates 
now charged on this road, on lignite and other coal, and I have 
furnished the Commissioners with a copy. You will see what they 
are charging, and whether there is any reason for changing, and 
why. I have taken Mandan as a center, principally, going both 
ways. From Sims to Mandan is 36 miles. They charge for a ton 
of coal 75 cents. That is 2J centu per ton per mile for hauling 
that coal. They are now hauling Dickinson coal cheaper per ton 
per mile than any other coal in the State. On hard coal for the 
same distance as from Sims to Mandan it is $1.20 a ton, or 3^ cent« 
per mile. From Taylor to Mandan is 91 mites. That is further 
west and pretty near to the Dickinson mine. The rate there is 
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$1.25 a toa, aud the rate per mile is I 34-9L ceats. Hai ' 
^2,60 for hauliug the same distance/ From Lehigh to M 
105 miles. The rate is $1.25 per ton; rate per ton pi 
1 4-21 cents. That is cheaper than any coa! rate in this i 
that rate goes on further east. Then $2.80 a ton for o 
over the same distance. Fargo to Mandan is 199 miles. 
on hard coal is $4.40. From Little Missouri to Mand 
miles. Lignite, $3.20, or 2 2-15 cents per ton per mile. 
Dickinson, the rate on lignite is $2.20 per ton. From Sin 
lor, 55 miles, it is $1,10 a ton, and they have been shipping 
sapply from Sims — those people, and there has been a di 
that direction which the Sims people did not expect, 
have never been called on before for coal. 

Mr. McGillivray — Have the Sims people shipped an 
Taylor? 

Mr, Kice — I am told so. A gentleman told me so and i 
rate he had to pay to Taylor. This rate is sworn to, I 
doubt but that they are absolutely correct. The ab< 
makes Mandan the center of the coal business iu my a 
It may be claimed that from Sims to Mandau is a short 
let U8 compare on the longer haul. From Sims to Far} 
miles, and the charge is $2.00 per ton, or a trifle ovt 
cents. From Lehigh it is 304 miles, and the charge is 
74r-100 cents. Up to Jamestown there is fifty cents a 
ference and beyond it there ia twenty-five cents ditfereuc' 
Dickinson to Jamestown they are hauling it for less 
than from Sims. These are facts that will bear inve 
If they are true — and I assert that they are true — what 
there for still lowering the rate from Dickinson ? If i 
worth the price they are charging to haul from the I 
mine, then they are robbing the people on their other ha 
■are working against the Sims men all the time on the 
the long haul. What is the business basis? Can anyon 
stand the business basis, to still reduce the cheapest rate 
working for without asking them to reduce other ratei 
say, here in this, just see for a minute. They are chai 
people from Fargo to Mandan $4.40 — a short haul over i 
line; for the same haul and over the same track they are 
less than a cent a ton per mile. If it is only wofth the i 
it certainly is not worth the other price. They are cha: 
the same labor in another direction a much greater pric 
we come to them and say we want the rate reduced yet n 
cheapest rate that they now have. They say — we are h 
as cheaply as possible. Bat we want it reduced, Th 
why? We cannot say why. Ton cannot say that you 
ing coal in other places for less. Ton cannot maintai 
is not worth that amount to haul the coal, but you could g 
— gentlemen, you are hauling the Dickinson coal for 
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rate, and we want you to haul the coal mined at other places for 
the eame rate. You would theu have some basis to go on. Then 
they would have, to declare that they were losing money od that 
or making a terrible profit on the other. This simmers it down 
to a plain prop )Bition. People at Dickinson say — we have a coal 
vein up there 100 miles from a market, and we cannot make any 
money unless we can get it hauled pretty cheap, because there is- 
so much other coal nearer the market. That is about all there is- 
in the request, or that there can be. If that is the basis of the 
argument, see where it wonld lead to on wheat and corn. In 
Stanton they are selling their wheat for ten cents a bushel lees 
. than in Mandan. Why? Because it ia sixty-five miles from 
them to the market In Iowa I burned corn for fuel because I 
could not afford to ship it to market. It was a loss to the men 
who pioduced, it. So in Kansas — they could not get their corn to 
the market. There was so much com nearer. There are some 
commodities that are absolutely worthless because they are too 
far from the market. If these people can have their coal hauled 
cheaper from Dickinson, why not a few of us go to Medora and 
buy a piece of coal laud and come before this Board and want yo» 
to ha il it down as cheap as the Dickinson coal, and so you might 
keeri on. I claim that this is not a business proposition; there is 
no business or argument about it; it is simply a request that if 
anybody sees fit to grant, they will grant, but if you grant re- 
quests of this kind, where will you end? They will then want It 
on corn and potatoes. We can raise potatoes here to-day and 
feed the world, but they raise them nearer where they eat them. 
These people that I represent ask that they may be able to work 
their mines and earn an honest living. I could add a little more 
about what the gentleman said as to the supply of coal. You take 
Mandan last year — and I doubt whether they sold coal enough 
from Sims or Dickinson to amount to anything. They did not' 
sell hard iy any, because the farmers hauled it in six or seven miles 
and sold it as cheap as they, and the merchants and business men 
would rather buy of them because they took pay in goods. . That 
has been the way for several winters. The same thing has been 
true of this town to a great extent, but not so much as at Man- 
dan. Uncertainty of rates has had something to do with their 
ability to miue coal. Sometimes rates were such that it was hard 
for them, and rates were unsettled. A man to-day not knowing 
where rates are going to is not going to put money into a plant 
when he may have to shut his plant up in a week.' These things 
work against the development of our coal. Our winter set in un- 
usually early, and our farmers hauled in no coal, A deman*d was 
created from people who had in the past been depending on a 
local supply. Then the cold weather set in early, and the rail- 
road people were using a good many cars, and there was a while 
they were bothered about getting cars. The agents told me so. 
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There was a time that the miners were probably unable to meet 
the demands that .were made upon them. The Dickinson men 
had run the year before and supplied a certain amount of coal, 
but this year the mine was in litigation, bo it was not operated. 
All these things simply go to show the reason for the newspaper 
talk, but it does not go to the merits of the question before you. 
The question before you is, as I understand it, a request of the 
railroad company to be made by you, that they haul Dickinson 
coal cheaper without any business basis to back it up. If you are- 
so disposed and can succeed in getting that coal hauled cheaper 
and Morton coa! hauled cheaper and Burleigh county coal hauled 
cheaper, everybody will be glad. But to simply go to work and 
get one mine's coal hauled cheaper would be a request that you 
could not make with eery good grace, and only lead you to make 
ridiculous requests on every commodity that is shipped. It would 
be singling out one man and asking them to add to their present 
generosity for his benefit. The petitions presented by the Sims 
people on file here, ask this Board to make no discrimination and 
no distinction between coal mined in our county and coal mined 
in any othec county. One petition states that various people 
signed a petition and did not understand it was to give the prefer- 
ence to one man over another. The last petition I think was. 
signed with more care than the other, and asks this Board not to- 
discriminate against one county in favor of another. I don't know 
that there is any thing else for me to say unless it would be to 
repeat what I have already said. 

Mr. "Walsh^Is there any difference in the quality of the coal?' 

Mr. Rice — That is a conuudrum. You ask ibe fellows thatown 
the niines.and each will say that his mine is the best. 

Mr. Walsh— Are both mines located on the line of the road? 

Mr. Eice — Tea. There is not, practically, any difference. 

Mr. Walsh — Suppose they got the rate reduced from Dickin- 
son, could not the Sims people still mine their coal and still have 
25 cents advantage? 

Mr. Rice^Tes, but that would be giving the Dickinson people 
a profit that would not be given to the Sims people. In other 
words, the Sims people would be paying more for the same service 
than the Dickinson mine would. I understand the coal in the 
Dickinson mine can be mined for half what it costs in the other. 

Mr. riarmon — I don't think that would cut any figure. Th^t is 
simply the advantf^e of the man having the good vein of coal. 

Mr. Eice^What we contend for is that the Board shall not ask 
the railroad company to work cheaper fot one party than another. 
There are miles of coal further on, and here in Burleigh county 
you have only a little way to go to get coal. If the railroad wants 
to favor one man more than another, that is all right, but surely 
we are not going to ask a board of railroad commissioners to ask 
them to do that. It seems to me it would not be your duty, and it 
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woald eBtablish a precedent that would aooa lead you into a good 
deal of trouble. 

Mr, Rice then read the law governing the freight rates on lig- 
nite coal. 

Mr. Walsh — The rates they are now charging are somewhat 
higher than the rates as allowed by law? 

Mr. Rice— Yes. About ten cents per' ton. They may charge 
that for switching charges. From Sims to Fargo they charge ^. 
The legal rate would be $1.55, and they charge $2, From Lehigh, 
301 miles, they charge $2.25, and the legal rate is $1.95. 

Major K, E. Fleming — ^I believe Mr. McGillivray may have 
something to say. 

Mr. A. C. McGillivray, of DiekinsoD— On behalf of the county of 
Burleigh, a gentleman was going to attend this meeting, but he 
had to attend a funeral and he won't be able to get here till this 
■evening. 

Mr. Walsh — I want to hear why the Dickinson people should 
have a lower rate per ton per mile than the Sims people? 

Major Fleming — As far as that question is concerned, the ques- 
tion of the coal rate and the difficulty of the people all over the 
State of getting coal, has entered very largely into the discussion 
at the firesides of the people; Before I became interested with 
this coal company I had some talk with gentlemen at Bismarck, 
■Sterling, Valley City and Mandau on the subject as I was travel- 
ing over the State, but did not think at the time that I was to be 
interested in a coal mine. The question of the differential is be- 
fore the people, and the question comes to them in this way: This 
rate previous to the 15th of May last was 25 cents; the differential 
between Sims and Dickinson was 25 cents. The railrojid people 
were satisfied with this. They say to-day that they are perfectly 
:aatisfied with it and are willing to allow it to remain at that rate. 
It seems to me to be a very foolish thing that people in North Da- 
kota who are receiving service of the railroad company should 
want them to charge more than a rate at which they are satisfied, 
and which they say satisfies them. I have some telegrams here 
which indicate that the railroads are satisfied with the rate they 
were charging prior to the 15th of May. The first is a telegram 
dated St. Paul, May 1st, to Mr. A. C. McGillivray, as follows: 
"There will be a change in the lignite rates, Jamestown and west, 
taking effect about May 15th, raising the differential to 50 cents 
per ton; rates to points east of Jamestown will remain as at pres- 
ent. This change made at the request of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners of North Dakota, Signed, J. M. Hannaford." 

Another, dated St. Paul, May 7, 1891. "A. C. McGillivray: For- 
mer tariff on lignite was made by the Railway Commissioners apd 
I have said to the present Board that we should leave the matter 
entirely in their hands, allowing them to adjust the rates pro- 
vided they did not ask us, in any instance, to take less per ton per 
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mile than the present ratee. I don't see how I can do a 
the matter. If they want the tariff which we have ad 
take effect May 15th changed from baeie named a few t 
we shall be glad to do so if the notice is received in tii 
Hanoaford. " 

I know nothing about these. These are telegrams w 
been published to the world and the people of North K 
I believe the people don't understand the matter. I \ 
candid. I don't believe the people understand the mat 
do. But that makes no difference; there is the impres! 
telegrams have been published. It is a question with 1 
of tlie 8tate how it possibly happened that the Eailroai 
sioners of the State could ask for this change, if they 
so. That is the matter which we claim should receive 
tion of this Board, namely, that the railroad company 
to-day to charge the old rates from Dickinson.

not a matter that Dickinson and Sims or Morton 
counties should fight over; this is a matter that is as b 
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State. It afCects every eolitary citizen who lives west of James- 
town. Already I have seen the card from a man ia IlIinoiB, 
who offers to put soft coal in Fargo for $4.90 a ton. What does 
that mean? It mennB that we h«ve got to get this coat there 
■cheaper. Will the Northern Pacific see this thing throttled after 
we get it started? No, sir. I tell you it Illinois pretends to 
come here and put coal into North Dakota for $4.9U, the railroads 
will haal our coal cheaper. They won't do it this year, but you 
■see this coal industry begin to wane and the coal coming in from 
the other direction. Mr. W. H. White, of Fargo, the agent of the 
Gull River Lumber Company, is now in Illinois, looking up the 
coal business, and the card I speak of was to him, $490, instead 
of -$6,75, that they have been paying. What has caused this re- 
duction? It is the fact that we have coal of our own, and it is a 
fact that the eastern coal men are beginning to realize that they 
must find other fields for their coaL If they would sell any in 
this State, they must get it here cheaper. That will not affect us 
this year, but in future it will. We simply want to get the people 
of the State educated to burn our coal. Any stove that will bum 
ordinary soft coal will, I understand, burn lignite. The people 
west of Jamestown are fitted to burn lignite. Nearly every farm- 
■er's stove is a soft coal stove. The coal they want when they 
come to the railroad is soft coal. I .have B_een ladies west of 
. Jamestown who say they would net burn hard coal and I have 
seen them who say they would not burn wood. Our people in 
Fargo don't know anything about this coal. We have one firm 
in Fargo that is selling soft coal stoves They don't know any- 
thing about lignite. They don't understand the fuel. But they 
have for two years sold a very good stove for burning this coal. 
I sent them two and a half tons of lignite and said to them, you 
burn this, and they were delighted with it 

The reason why we want this change west of Jamestown is 
becaiose these people living west of Jamestown hhve become edu- 
cated up to burning this coal, and it is the fuel they want. We 
want to get to these people on the same basis as the gentlemen 
from Sims do, with the exception of 25 cents a ton, and the rail- 
road people say they are willing. I don't believe there is any- 
thing in the argument of the gentlemen who has preceded me 
that I care to answer. It seems to me that it requires no argu- 
ment to show the justness of the case as we pnt it. The North- 
ern Pacific is charging too high a rate on coal from the mines to 
the people west of Jamestown. They express a willingness to re- 
duce this rate, giving to the people plenty of coal, by allowing 
Dickinson to participate in the business. This reduction we ask 
for, will come for the asking. You have had laid before you a 
petition signed by the citizens of Morton county, signed enor- 
mously, calling for yonr action; also the people of Burleigh have 
signed a similar petition. The press of the State too states that 
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it is bat justice and for the interest of the public that these Com- 
missioners make this request. It does not affect unfavorably the 
miners or the corporations owning the mines at Sims, but on the 
contrary it simply opens up a trade for the mines at Dickinson 
which the present arbitrary differential prevents. We only ask 
a profit of 25 cents a ton on the product we mine, and are willing 
to take onr chances against Sims with a rate of 25 cents against 
us. If this were a tight against the railroad company it would 
seem like _a more natural contest, but realizing that the corpora- 
tion is ready and willing to make the reduction we can but feel 
that you are guardiana Tou were elected for this purpose. We 
ask it as citizens of the State, and in the name of a corporation 
with capital ready to develope one of the greatest industries in 
the State, and on behalf of thousands of citizens of North Dakota. 
We ask it for the men who have lignite stoves, and who have been 
compelled to drive 20 to 30 miles for fuel, and when they get to 
their station find that they are unable to procure the necessary 
lignite to keep their families from freezing. The Sims mines 
cannot furnish the coal that is needed. We stand ready to furnish 
25 cars of coal at the same price the Sims people do, even though 
we have this 25 cents gainst us. We believe that you will grant 
our request, that we may this evening send the news to every rail- 
road station in the State. Take this case and decide it at once, as 
we have hundreds of citizens in the State of North Dakota who 
are calling for the coal that we stand ready to supply them. I 
have only a word more. This is no fight of ours. You have had 
the expressions of the people in more than one way, and we sim- 

{ily ask that the rate be placed where it was prior to may 15th 
aat I believe that this coal will be hauled to Fargo for il.50 a 
ton inside of two years. I believe that every dollar that is placed 
in the mines at Dickinson is a direct benefit to the mines at Sims. 
We are not here to fight. We propose to put in a brick plant 
that will manufacture ten millions of brick. Every car load of 
any product of this State that is shipped to some point where it 
will be sold, is a direct benefit to all our people. We are in 
earnest in this matter. We did not put our money into this for 
boy's play. 

Mr. Rice — All over the country for years the fight has been to 
compel railroads to haul freight for the same price for one party 
as for another. That is supposed to bo the reason the United 
States Bailroad Commission was created, to compel the roads not 
to charge Mr. Smith any more than Mr. Jones for hauling a cer- 
tain quantity of freight of the same kind for a given distance. All 
our statutes from beginning to end set out that it is the intention 
of the legislature that there shall be no discrimination. We will 
join in asking for a rednction of rates if we are going to get it 
all along. But we object to asking the railroad company to haul 
the product of one mine a great deal cheaper for 100 miles than 
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tbe product of another mine. We want our coal hauled just as 
cheap for 100 miles as the coal from other mines. We really 
onght to have been kickiiig before because we were not gettinf; 
our work done as cheaply as other people. W© have not been 
kicking, but when they come in and ask for this, we object unless 
the reanction is made all along from every poiot alike. Then we 
say all right. 

Mr. McGillivray — Are you not aware of the fact that there is no 
difference of rates in any of the coal fields? Take cattle ship- 
ments, and the road does Dot charge any mo>'e for shipping a car 
load of cattle from Miles City than from Mandan. The other day 
I bought a car load of California goods. I paid the same rate as 
I would have paid to Chicago or St. Louis. Here we come in and 
make a kick over sixty-five miles. All we want is a chance to do 
business. We think we ought to have that. 

Major Fleming — We only ask that the rate be placed -where it 
was. The rate has been raised on us. Will the people of this 
State believe that the Eailroad Commissioners are responsible for 
it? I don't believe they are responsible for it. 

Mr, Rice— My understanding is that it was raised on Sims, and 
they were requested to lower it on Hims, but they said they would 
not lower it on Sims, but would raise it or Dickinson. 

'Mr. Feland — Sims was doing business aud we never had ai^ 
trouble, and last year we ought to have asked for a reduction. We 
liketoseeDickinsongetinand help fill the orders. If North Dakota 
is to be supplied with North Dakota coal we want them to have 
plenty of it. But if they lower it from Dickinson I want it low- 
ered here. I like to see Mr. Fleming come in here and move from 
the east part of the State to the west part, but I don't like to see, 
after we have lived here as pioneers, to have some one come in 
and drive us out. I don't believe it is right. I don't like to be 
frozen out. I like, if there is to be a reduction, that it shall be 
done in proportion — the Sims and Dickinson mines alike, 

Mr, Walsh— How long has the Sims mine been operated? 

Mr. Holritz — It was operated in 1879. 

Mr. Walsh — How long the Dickinson mine? 

Mr. McGillivray — About five yeara 

Mr. Walah^What was the differential a year ago? 

Mr. McGillivray- — Twenty-five cents a ton. 

Mr. Walsh — Before this rate^this twenty-five cent rate— was 
made ? 

Mr. McGillivray — The same as we have to-day. 

Mr. Walsh — You have operated in Dickinson for these years 
under that old rate? 

Mr. McGillivray — Dickinson has never done any businees to 
speak of until last winter. I agree with Mr. Feland's argument. 
He does not want to be frozen out. Neither do we. ' If this coal 
was sold for $6 or $7 a ton it would be different. Fifty cents a 
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tOD on that would not amoant to niaoh. But you take an article 
that Bells foe a dollar, aud' fifty ceats a ton is a good deal on that. 
We are not looking for any favora All we want is a chance to do 
business. Last year we spent money in introducing this coal. 
We shipped some of it to Minnesota. This year we have fifty 
cents against us and we have a train load of coal standing there 
that we can't ship. We have got to unload it. Mr. Rice wrote to 
me for coal and he could not get it. 

Mr. Harmon — I would like to ask whether or not the restora- 
tion to twenty-five cents between 8ims and Dickinson will give the 
people east of Dickinson any cheaper coal than they get now from 
Sims? ■ 

Mr. McGillivray^It will at least give them a chance to be sup- 
plied with coal. 

Mr. Harmon— This board hae been placed in an awkward posi- 
tion, and I think maliciously, I hope in some cases, igoorantly. 
It has been stated time and again, and in these petitions and re- 
monstrances and the argument here that this board has discrimi- 
nated against the people and in favor of the railroad company. 
And further that we have deprived the people in this State of 
cheap fuel. What I want to know, and I hope you will answer 
it, is whether if this rate is restored, this will give the people 
any cheaper fuel than they now get from Sims and other mines? 

Major Fleming — As I understand it, a testoration of this rate 
will simply give them plenty of coal. It gives it to them at the 
same price. We want to deliver the coal at the same price that 
SioKi does. We have never made any claim that if this reduction 
was made the coal would be any cheaper. But it would give them 
more coal and the people dealing in coal will have an opportunity 
of getting their coal at other places. 

Mr. Feland — If the rate is changed, Sims will be shut out. We 
have four mines there now in operation, and we are down to bed 
rock, and the very minute they lower the rate to Dickinson we 
are not in shape to sell coal and Dickinson will have the entire 
trade and they can charge and do with the people just as they 
please. 

Major Fleming— It would make our coal cheaper. It is justice 
to us that we ask. We are willing to shake hands with Sims and 
make every effort in the future, if we are placed on a basis of 25 
cents differential, to get the rate reduced still further. 

Mr. Holritz — Mr. Feland has stated it just about right. As has 
been said before, 18 months ago Dickinson was competing with 
Sims, and Sims had all it could do. We are shipping coal at cost 
to-day. There is no money in ii. There is no interest on capital 
invested at the prices we are getting for coa). If the Dickinson 
rate is lowered it will shut us out of the market. 

Mr. McGillivray — Why are you selling coal at cost? 

Mr. Holritz — This Dickinson talk and this lowering of rates 
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from Dickinson tends to put down prices. There are between 
f6,000 and $8,000 worth of raining property at Sims now lying idle. 
In 12 months these mines at Sims will be closed if this rate is 
granted. There is $25,000 worth of property there now eng^ed 
in the mining business. la that to be frozen out? Is it right to 
us that the railroad commissioners should recommend anything 
that will do this? I say it is not. It will kill our industry. 

Mr. Walsh — Why cannot you sell your coal on the market, if 
even the Dickinson people have only 25 cents against them. 

Mr. Feland — I have beeu there and know just what it costs them 
to mine their eoal. I know exactly what they pay men there and 
what we pay them.' To-day we are selling coal at just what it 
costs us to put it on the car. I can go to Dickinson and mine coal 
there for one-half what it costs us to mine it at Sims. 

Mr. Walsh— Where does the extra cost come in? 

Mr. Feland — Dickinson has a vein that runs from 16 to 18 feet 
They can take out 14 feet of good solid coal and drive their rooms 
like this, and don't have to use any timber. We have got to have 
timber that costs iis 18 cents. 

Mr. McGillivray — Mr. Timmtrman says they cost 5 cents a ton- 
He says he knows what it costs. 

Mr. Feland — I am the only man that knows what it costs to 
mine our coal. Our bookkeeper was sick and at the time we were 
very busy and Mr. Timmerman posted up the accounts of the 
miners. That is the only thing he knows. I have paid 8 cents 
for posts, and if I get them up dry they cost 16 cents. If Dickin- 
son opens a room, they can get out three times the amount of coal 
on a post of 10 feet. Where they have to put in 10 feet we haVe 
to put in 30 feet. The timbers for every ton o£ coal cost 5 cents. 
You can pull out some, but when we are operating as we are now 
the timbers are covered up there now. We are just working our 
mines to make a living and he\p our farmers and they come around 
every fall and earn something to pay some of their store bills in 
the summer. 

Mr. McGiUivray — I have been informed by a party buying coal 
in Sime that he is buying it on the cars at 80 cents a ton, and the 
party furnishing it is paying 10 cents a ton royalty. In order to 
compete with this man we would have to put it oa the cars for 20 
cents a ton. I would be ashamed if I had a differential in my fa- 
vor of 25 cents a ton to eaya word. 

Mr. Wadeson of Sims — ^This thing comes up about the hospital 
at Jamestown. The Lehigh Mining Company is fighting for the 
Jamestown trade. He says be has been told that parties at Sims 
put the coal on the track for 80 cents and pay a royalty of 10 
centa That is me. But at the same time I lose on each ton of 
coal, 20 cents, and I had to do that to compete with the Dickin- 
son mine. They can put their coal on the cars for 23 cents a ton. 
Two or three years ago two coal companies formed a combination 
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by which they were going to rob the state of about $6,000 a year 
and they would have done it if it had not been for nae, Mr. Mc 
Gillivray was in it. Mr. Fleming says that they have got the 
money if you will only favor them. He wants to sit in his office 
or around his wheat farm at Wheatland while we have to work the 
skin off oar bones at Sims. 

Mr. Holritz— I am sorry that this question came up as to the 
difference in the cost of taking out coal. If they can take out coal 
cheaper at Dickinson than we can at Sims, it is their advantage. 
It is an advantage that we cannot touch. But it seems to me that, 
as we are nearer the market, that is an advantage that should not 
be taken from us by the railroad company or by the Hailroad Com- 
missioners. All we ask is the right to maintain our bueiQees which 
we have established. We are the pioneers that started the indus- 
t ry, and now there come some other parties with capital and say, 
"We have got the capital to freeze these old-timers out." Is it 
right— is it reasonable— is it just thatsuchathingshoudbedone? 
I say. No. 

Mr. McGillivray — How long have you been in the coal business? 

Mr. Holritz— I have not been mining coal long, but I am there, 
and I am theie to stay. I am there to stay and you cannot move 
me unless the discrimination ia granted as against Sims. Then I 
should have to leave. I have been mining coal f or . four or six 
montha I can tell you to a cent what it costs us to turn out coal. 
Our labor costs us 94 cents. Then we are selling coal on the cars 
for $1.10, leaving us 16 cents to pay for posts, cars, tools and imple- 
ments, and besides that, we paid for our side-track $108 in order to 
begin. 

Mr. Feland — I did not come here to quarrel, but we just came 
to explain the thing as it stands. We have no money to buy up 
anybody. If the thing can be adjusted so that we can have our 
rate lowered in proportion to Dickinson, that will suit us. lam 
perfectly willing to have the rate reduced if it is reduced alike from 
Sims and Dickinson. 

Mr, Harmon — Will the secretary state if thera is any petition 
here asking a general reduction of freight rates on coal, th^t the 
people all over the State may have a cheaper rate? 

Mr. Edgerley — No, sir. 

Mr. Harmon — We have no petition asking for anything that will 
give a cheaper fuel to the people of the State, This is singular. I 
am surprised at the remarks that have been made on this floor- -that 
this board has been charged in petition and in ai^ument with die- 
criminating in favor of a railroad corporation; arraigned before the 
people of the State as a lot of conspirators under our oaths, and 
contrary to the law, we have asked the railroad company to raise 
the rates, so that women and children might freeze for the want of 
coal. I deny these charges as false. I pronounce them as infa- 
mous lies. This has been made a personal matter and I hurl it 
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back as an infamouB lie. There has been nothing done by this 
Board, and I would not loan myself to any corporation or individnal 
for Buch a purpose. I am not here to plead justification for any- 
thing that I have done. I expect to go outof this office, andallow^ 
every act of mine to speak for itself, I am not here to charge Mr. 
Hannaford with anything. This Board never asked for anything 
except that the rate be lowered from Sims. I have no fight to make 
against the company. My simple duty to perform is all. We have 
been heralded through the State by the newspapers as the identical 
persons guilty of a terrible Crime, as I stated before, of asking the 
company to raise the rate on coal so that the people could not get 
coal to warm the little children and sickly women. I say it is an in- 
famous lie. This Board never asked any such thing. I have so far 
remained silent. I have no disposition to answer any newspaper 
article, but this Board has been treated in a peculiar manner. I 
stand here to treat this matter fairly and squarely. lam attorney 
enough to know this, I don't believe Jud^e Winchester and five 
attorneys would have admitted me if I was so ignorant as not to 
know this. I am in favor of cheaper fuel from every point and this 
Board has asked the Great Northern to give cheaper fuel. I care 
not what one man may say or another. Such are the facts as I have 
stated. I am talking to all the people interested. I believe every 
man here is interested in this coal question. We have nothing to 
do with the depth of the mine at Sims or Dickinson, or the cheap- 
ness of mining coal at Sims or Dickinson. We cannot pay attention 
to that It is to the advantage of Stark county that it can mine its 
coal cheaply, and to the advantage of Sims to be nearer the market. 
We have nothing to do with this, and if the company will say to us 
to-day, "Gentlemen, you have the right to fix the rates on coal," I 
don't know, but I believe we are ready to go at it and fix the rates on 
everything. I don't tnink they are willing that we should do that. 
I am readv to sit three months, day and night, adjusting the rate all 
over the State for everything hauled out of the State. I know that 
glaring discriminations are made in favor of eastern people and 
people here are crushed out of business in favor of towns east of ns. 
Major Fleming— I don't want to be understood as reflecting on 
the lUilroad Commissioners in the least. I have not stated a sol- 
itary thing that can be denied. I have not said a word here today 
that I believe reflects upon the loyalty of this Bailroad Ck)mmis- 
sion to the interests of the people of this State. If I have I beg 
your pardon. I stated here, after taking the facts as we had them 
in the papers, as we had them from Mr, Hannaford, what I be- 
lieved to be the facts. I leave yon to settle that with him. I 
don't know anything about it. These are the facts that have come 
to ns. I know nothing about the matter. The ease comes to me^ — - 
the petition was made up and was signed before I owned a dollar's 
worth of property in Stark county. I had nothing to do with it. 
The petition was completed on tue 18th of December, and that 
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is the day our deed was dated. Any remarke I have made with 
refereDce to the Railroad Commissioners having been charged 
with freezing the children and women, I don't think you can find 
it upon the record that I have made any Bucif charge. I say 
there is a demand for coal and that coal is uot being supplied; but 
with the differential that the railroad compaoy is willing to allow, 
we can supply the coal. It would not Cheapen the coal that these 

fentlemen furnish. I have not heard anybody object to their coal, 
t would simply give these people more coal. At all the stations 
between here and Jamestown they have been needing coal. In 
Mandan they have been in need of it, and Mr. Lyon of Mandan, 
said to me, "I believe it is a proper thing to do. I signed that 
petition and yet I am interested in coal mines at Sims." The 
demand we can make' for this coal will make more demand for 
the Sims product also. We ask that the Sims people sell their' 
■coal at the same rate we do, and we pay 25 cents more freight. We 
are willing to sell our coal delivered at Jamestown and Sterling 
at the same price they do. No one ever heard me say I wanted 
to come here and sell coal for a cent less on the' ton. I believe the 
rate on coal is constantly going to decrease. I believe this is a 
great industry that we can all assist in developing. 

Mr, Walsh — I suggest that you folks get together, and formu- 
late a tariff and present it and ask for a reduction of the present 
tariff. Then we can go to the company and ask for that tariff. 

Mr. Holritz — If this is done, we shall be glad. There is no 
confidence now at all. W© are in the position of the small boy at 
school, very liable to be tumbled on. We are all poor and all 
workers, and we have got but very little money to spend to go and 
see railroad companies or to come here with. If anything could 
be agreed upon I should be willing provided it would give us a 
living chance with them on the market. 

Mr. Wadeson — I am not going to do that. I came here to fight. 
I don't want a man to come into my business and say, I will allow 
you to do this. It is what I will allow him to do that I am going 
on. 

Major Fleming — As far as Dickinson and myself are concerned. 
I want to say that I have no feeling of animosity — nothing but 
the kindest feeling for any of the gentlemen who are interested 
in the Sims mines. This is the first time I have met them. I 
think this is a business matter. I came here to talk business. I 
believe we ought to get together and make some kind of an 
arrangement. I am willing to attempt it at least. I am willing 
to do anything that will make this matter perfectly harmonious. 

Mr. Walsh — We are willing to do anything we can to co-operate 
■with you. 

On the 24th day of September, 1892, the secretary was directed 
to send the following letter to J, M. Hannaford on the subject of 
lignite coal rates: 
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State of North Dakota, 
Officb Commissioners of Railroads, 

Bismarck, September 24, il 



Dear Sir: I have been directed b^ the CommtBBionersof Railroads to inform 
you that in the matter of the Lignite Coal Tariff, referring to j"our letter of De- 
cember 10,1891, in which vou slate: "It has occurred to me that possiblj the res- 
sons that influenced ^our honorable board at the time the request was made upon 
me to adjust these rates upon the present basis may have ceased to exist, and I 
am willing, if it is satisfactory ba you, to place in effect again the tariff on lignite 
coal w.hich was in effect last spring. No, 1398, copy of which I enclose herewith. 
I shall be glad to hear from you." 

The commissioners desire to state that the reasons which actuated them at that 
time have ceased to exist, and further, that they iiave never been opposed to the 
reduction of the differential rate on lignite coal between Dickinson and Sims, and 
that as such commissioners they have no right or authority to fix or establish 
rates on lignite coal or any other article of merchandise, and that if you still 
' lin the same views on this matter that you held on December loth, 1891, 
e at liberty to make the desired reduction as soon as it may please you to

We find upon investigation that a platform such as we have provided at one or 
two other places is a very unsatisfactory arrangement, for the reason that only 
one team can drive up to a car at a time, and they are, therefore, never used for 
the purpose of loading grain, farmers finding it more convenient to load into cars 
at difierent points along the siding so that they can load from botii sides. 1 am 
Informed that there is some complaint about a few low places along our side 
track at Brampton where teams cannot reach cars. We will have these filled up 
and put in shape so that teams can get to cars at almost any place without in- 
convenience. I think thfs arrangement much better than a platform. 

In regard to the side track at Tyler, I beg to say that this question has been up 
» number of times, but upon investigating it we found that the present location is 
more convenient to the majority of the people in that vicinity than the proposed 
location and we have therefore decided not to move the side track. It seems that 
the highway near the side track is in bad condition and requires some gravel or 
-cinders to improve it so that teams can get to the station during wet weather. 
We have arranged to furnish the gravel or cinders and will fix up that part of the 
road near our station so as to make it passable during wet weather. 

IE after hearing from our land commissioner in response to your letter relative 
to the land which was deeded to the company by Mr. Riggin you desire further 
information on the subject I shall be glad to give the matter attention.
